Born, 1816; died, 1879. 


Tuer present exhibition of Dr. Rimmer’s works shows 
his remarkable talents in various directions, though it of 
necessity fails to represent the most wonderful, his black- 
board sketches. His important book on Art Anatomy 
remains to prove how perfect his knowledge was of the 
human form, though even this gives no idea of the extent 
of that knowledge as conveyed to the minds of those who 
knew him in the class room, and there had the oppor- 
tunity of seeing it displayed-in rapid sketches on the 
blackboard, unsurpassed inaccuracy and spirit. It is 
indeed to be regretted that: <> of these were not 
permanently fixed on paper, for the use of students, and to 
be referred to as examples of his skill; but even if they 
had been, their value fur purposes of study would have 
been comparatively little as compared with that which 
they possessed when Dr. Rimmer’s voice and presence 
enhanced their merits and explained their meaning. In 
his youth, Dr. Rimmer devoted much of his time to the 
study of art, and before he was thirty years old, had made 
himself familiar with the leading scientific works of the day. 
Fifteen years of his life were spent in medical practice 
before he obtained any artistic reputation ; and yet, with 
all the study which he had then given to medicine and to 
art, he had found time to make himself familiar with the 
Latin language, and an accomplished musician. The head 
of St. Stephen and the statue of the Gladiator were 
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modelled by Dr. Rimmer during those short intervals of 
leisure which he could snatch from the duties of his 
profession. The admiration which they excited among 
his friends made him feel that art was his real vocation, 
and determined him to devote the remainder of his life to 
it. His marked success, especially as a teacher, showed 
that he had made a wise decision, Many of the leading 
aitists of the country, and among them, his friend, the 
late William M. Hunt, profited by his instructions, given 
both in New York, where he was for some time employed 
in the Cooper Institute, and in Boston, where he finally 
obtained that position, of teacher in the drawing school at 
the Museum of Fine Arts, which le held at the time of 
his death. His skill in modelling was very great, and the 
rapidity with which he turned a shapeless mass of clay into 
any desired form most remarkable. 

Dr. Rimmer’s method of instruction is well described in 
the following extract from a report made to the French 
government by M. Armand Dumaresq. 

He says: ‘‘ In order to give me an idea of his mode of 
instruction, Dr. Rimmer drew a chimpanzee head with sur- 
prising facility, presented the African and Cancasian 
types, then the different modifications from childhood to 
manhood, the difference between the head of man and of 
woman, coming at last to the female head, which changes 
with age towards a masculine character. All these draw- 
ings are executed during the explanations. The demon- 
stration, with proof in hand, is charming and profitable 
for the pupil, especially in a country where the study of 
nature is not allowed to women beyond the head and ex- 
tremities, A theoretical method was required, and great 
difficulties had to be overcome. Perceiving the results 
obtained with his pupils, who are advanced far enough to 
model large, naked, well-composed statues, the anatomy 
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of which is perfect, it was beyond contradiction that a 
difficult problem had been solved here. His method is 
based on the profound study of the antique and the 
Italian masters, as well as of nature. Dr. Rimmer is a 
teacher who is really a master of his art. I complimented 
him very highly, and I do not hesitate to say that I should 
be happy to see a similar teacher in France.”
